There is no reason why Saud 
thould be “Westernised,” Under 
his father, Saudi Arabla was 
virtually a forbidden land to for- 
elgners, partly because the coun- 
try contained the holy places of 
Islam, partly because the old 
man could see the dangers to 
his dynasty of democratic ideas 
brought in by outsiders. 

Saud, therefore, was brought 
up In the old tradition, All the 
book-learning he needed could 
be found in the Koran, Hig 
contacts with the outside world 
were few. Occasionally he acted 
as hig father's envoy to forelqn 
state occasions, such os tho 
Britlsh coronation of 1037. But 
he held himself aloof from 
cocial intercourse at those times, 

Saud has continued the tradi- 
tlon established by his father,, 
He belleves devoutly jn the old 
Arab way of life and fs deter~ 
mined to preserve ft. Even 
before he was king, when there 
were signs that his father's purl 
tonlsm _ was relaxing, Saud, as 
Prime Minlster, tightened the 
screws. He banned the ime 
portation of hard Iquor for tho 
American off community in 
Daohran, and poszession of a 
bottle of spirits by his subjects 
beerme a enpltal offence, As , 
for as he could, he cut contacts 
with the outside world, ° 
‘But Saud fs shrewd enough 
to know there Is a tlme Imit, - 
He knows that he cannot Inde- 
finitely stand off the tide of 
Westerntsalion while: his ine 
fluence in the Middlo East ts 
confined by the ‘borders of 
Soud! Arabia. : 

He — knows that only tor’ 50 
long will his flamboyance keep 
the eyes of his subjects diverted, 
from the growing Westernisa- 
tlon of nelghbourlng states. 

His race is against timc and . 
Nusserism. For Nasser {s am+ 
bitlous and: his overlordship of 
the Arab world would doubtless 
mean the end of the linc for 
the hereditary autocrats. 

So, simultancously — with’ his. 
Arablan Nights act, Saud huslics 
around the power ‘points of tho 
Middle East ond clsewhere, , 
talking, plotting, promising and 
bribing, . desperately trying 
to obscure the paradox of tha 
hpostle of: Arab notlonalism 
depending ‘for his Jlving on the 
economic colonists of the West. 

Nor: are all his troubles out- 
side his own borders, .His 
prolife father, who once boasted 
that he peopled the country 
he founded, lett Saud the herit~ 
age of a regiment of princely . 
brothers ambitlous. to succeed 
him. ‘They have to be subsidis-, 
ed into quiescence, 

It ls perhaps well for Saud 
that his growing myopla com- 

cls him to wear dork glasses, 

‘or, at times it must be dift- 
fleult to keep the desperation 
from his Cyps.
